The story of how I secured this set of six volumes is curious. Percy Dobell— 
_ who had, but forgot, a standing order to buy amy volumes of the Review, wrote 
me—didn’t cable—asking if 1 wanted a set—plainly this. I cabled “yes,” and 
waited, and waited for the volumes, with an increasing anxiety which the collector 
will understand. At last came a letter saying that D. had written to the owner of 
the set, but could get no answer. So I gave the volumes up. This was in the summer 
of 1919, which I spent at Westport,! Conn. Later in the year—the beginning of 
December, I think,—I was dressing to go to a Hobby Club dinner, but stopped

This is the only copy of the 84 vol. of Defoe’s Review I have seen outside 
the B. M. The Huth copy was very incomplete, and, as I recall, made up of issues 
not containing advertisements, probably intended for circulation in the provinces. 
The present copy formed part of a lot of 6 vols. bought from Maggs, at the close 
of 1919, my memory says. The volumes were 4, 5, 6, 7, 8—and the continuation 
Review, or Vol. 1X., of which the B. M. was supposed to possess the only— 
incomplete copy. My copy of 9, lacking only 2 nos., helps with the B. M. copy to 
bring us to a knowledge of all the issues of the Reviezw save I number—80 or 81 of 
Vol. 9, I do not now recall which. The condition of this vol., despite some 
worming, is remarkable.

Defoe begins this paper by saying that 
he had resolved to “lay down this Paper at the End of July, when the 
New Tax upon Papers begins,” but that he cannot quit in a crisis. See 
Volume [IX], No. 1.

I thall never leave off to wifh well to their 
Intereft, and canI but ferve it they thall 
have leave to throw Stones at me as long 
as I live; but this does by ne means hin- 
der, but that I may, and ever fhall, as the 
beft mark of my Zeal for their Intereft, tell 
them plainly their Miftakes.
